Tho mouth prepares tho food for tho pro­ 
cess of dig estion, and tha t function rea lly 
comm ences with tho ta king of tho victua ls 
between the lips and teeth. 
Tho stom ach is,/ 
pra ctica lly, 
a warm chamber, into which 
the food is roceived a fter it has been m a sti­ 
cated and m ixed 
with the secretion from 
the sa liva ry g la nds, and if the food is not 
cut up sm a ll enough to bo rea dily dissolved, 
or it has not been sufficiently m ixed with 
an adequate qua ntity of tho fluid which the 
g la nds of the mouth secrete, it will decom ­ 
pose instead of being dig ested, with the re­ 
sult of pains, flatulency and dyspepsia. 
As soon as the food i3 taken between the 
lips, tho task of preparation begins.

tho human subject a t lea st, desig ned t ) aid 
the process of dig estion. 
Besido* m erely

to a g rea t extent “ sta rchy” —into sug a r. 
W ith a view to ena ble this process to bo

Oton City , Oct. 19 .—It is be* 
to b« the intentio n o f President 
to co mplete, as far as po ssible, 
his list o f appo intments previo us to tho as* 
» enabling o f co ngress. Respecting the presi­ 
dent’s intentio ns in the m atter o f making 
changes, a writer in The Capital, Hunday, 
gives what purpo rts to be a bemiro rttcial 
statem ent o f the executive o n the subject. 
The sto ry runs as fo llo ws: 
The president explained to a visito r the 
o ther day, and the visito r repeated his 
wo rds to me, th at whenever vacancies o c­ 
curred o r go o d cause was sho wn to justify 
remo vals, he wo uld appo int Demo crats to 
o ffice, and the be» t Demo crat* that co uld 
be fo und. 
The tenure o f o ffice law was rec; 
o gpiztd so far as was co nsistent with the 
efficiency o f the civil service, and his party 
must be patient and wait fo r vacancies to 
o ccur. 
He was a Demo crat, the president said, 
and as a Demo crat believed th at such a 
po licy wo uld uo t o nly be reco gnized by the 
peo ple—who se respect and co nfidence he

experience, Hiid intended to remo ve all

a had any autho rity. 
When a man ac­ 
cepted o ffice under him he must expect to 
abstain fro m active participatio n in po liti­ 
cal affair« . 
He might express his views as 
freely as he cho se in a respectful, to lerant 
way, but o fficeho lders co uld no t tie n ditical 
leaders and campaign managers wit bo ut do ­ 
ing injustice to the interests they were in­ 
trusted with, o r pro vo king ho stility in their 
o ppo nents.
